dn answer to a question which 
Ms appeared .several times in the 
eqlumns of your paper, the ques¬ 
tion, “ How can rats be prevented 
frpui eating chickens, without hav¬ 
ing recourse to'poison,” I write the 
following, hoping it may be of as¬ 
sistance to any who are annoyed 
by that cunning thief, the rat. 
Tti order to prevent rats from eat¬ 
ing > our chickens, without' the 
use of poison, I- would suggest 
that you throw into the rat-burrows 
some potash. This salt, being 
somewhat deiiqueseeni, becomes 
very sticky when exposed to the air 
aird adheres very firmly* to the fur 
of the' rats, causing them much 
discomfort and ultimately 7 driving 
them away. There is nothing the 
rats detest so much as to have 
anything of this nature clinging to 
them, and at first they will proba¬ 
bly vacate their old burrows and 
dig new ones ; howpve'r, if _you per¬ 
sist in your use of potash, putting 
it into the new burrows as so'on as 
they appear, you will soon succeed 
iii driving these abominable pests 
from your premises.

Superstitions About Stones.’

Tlio Way the War Debt Was'Paid. 

No nation ever tool; a .braver course 
than did the United States in deliberate¬ 
ly, beginning the reduction of that enor¬ 
mous war debt.

So immense was 
the government’s income that to have set 
so late a date as 1891 for the time when 
the 434s could he canceled .proved un¬ 
fortunate. To fix for the maturity of the 
4s so remote a date as 1907 was worse 
still. The 3 per ceuts of 1882, which 
supplanted earlier issues, were wisely 
made payable at the government’s op¬ 
tion. For the 23 years beginning with 
August, 1865, the reduction proceeded at 
an average rate of a little under $63,- 
000,000 yearly, which would he $5,250,- 
000 each month, $175,000 each day, 
$7,291 each hour and $121 each minute. 
—Scribner’s.

* In a Bulgarian peasant’s, cottage the 
floors are of mud. The kitchen fronting 
the street is also the living room. Be¬ 
hind there is a sleeping * room, with a 
bedstead in it for the head of the house, 
while the sons and daughters sleep upon 
mats stretched on the floor. The furni¬ 
ture consists of wooden tables, benches 
and chests. The crockery and household 
utensils of every sort seem of the com¬ 
monest and coarsest kind. I should doubt 
if there is a single house iu the whole 
village in which any English laborer or 
.artisan earning good wages would not 
deem it a hardship to he obliged'to live. 
Air the same time, there was no single 
dwelling which, given the habits and 
customs of the country, could be fairly 
described as unfit for human habitation.

The Bev. Dr. Talmage has obtained 
some interesting and accurate informa¬ 
tion, about the interior workings of a 
newspaper office, upon which he bases 
the following truthful remarks: 

One of the great trials of the news¬ 
paper profession is that members are 
compelled to see more of the sham of 
the world than any other profession. 
Through every newspaper office day aft¬ 
er day go "all the weaknesses of the 
world—all the vanities that want to be 
puffed, - all the revenges that want to he 
reaped, all the mistakes that want to he 
corrected, all the dull,-speakers that 
want to he thought eloquent, all the 
meanness that wants to get , its wares 
noticed gratis in order to save the tax of- 
the advertising column, all' men who 
want to be set right who .were never 
right, all'the crack brained philosophers 
with stories.as long as their hair and as . 
gloomy as their finger nails in the morn- - 
ing, bereft of soap—all the bores who 
come to stay five minutes, hut talk five 
hours. Through* the editorial and re- 
portorial rooruB all the follies and shams 
of the world are seen day after day; and 
the temptation is neither to'- believe in 
God, man nor woman. It is no surprise 
to me that in this profession there are 
some skeptical men. I only wonder that 
newspaper men believe anything. • 


The Balfour Family. 

Mr. Arthur 1 James Balfour is not the 
only noteworthy member of that.family. 
His oldest brother, Frank, who was per¬ 
haps-the ablest of the family, has made, 
such a reputation at 30 as a biologist 
that a special professorship was estab¬ 
lished at Cambridge for him, and after 
his death, which was caused by a fall 
in the Alps, a scholarship was founded 
in his name. There are two brothers 
now living. One, Gerald Balfour, chief 
secretary for Ireland, was for seven 
years a fellow of Cambridge, where he 
has so far done nothing remarkable. 
Both these brothers are members of par¬ 
liament and politicians. 'The oldest sis¬ 
ter is the wife of Professor Sedgwick, 
the economist, and is president of Newn- 
haffi college and one of the best known 
women in England. She founded that 
college and has been its president for 
three years,' teaching mathematics, in 
which she takes very high rank. An¬ 
other sister is also a fine mathematician. 
She is the wife of Lord Rayleigh, the 
scientist and discoverer of argon, and 
helps her husband in his researches and 
his mathematical investigations. A 
third sister is the housekeeper, friend 
and companion of the leader of the com¬ 
mons, and is a woman of fine intellect 
and scholarship.—Boston Transcript. .

Stead of the London Review of Re¬ 
views appears to have found a new out- , 
let. He has discovered that one of the 
wants of the modern world is a conven¬ 
ient baby exchange.

Stack and Wool Markets. 

Boston, July 25. —Higher prices must 
be quoted for butter this week. New York 
has^ advanced X cent, Elgin 1 cent and 
Chicago X cent per pound. Boston falls 
into line with X cent. This has been 
brought about by the shrinkage in the 
make and by the deterioration in quality 
of a largo portion of the receipts here. 
Not by any increased demand. 

It means that notwithstanding the lib¬ 
eral receipts and the large stock in cold 
storage, there is a shortage in the supply 
of what may be classed as fancy fresh 
butter, and that in order to secure a fair 
share of the make, a little higher prices 
must be paid. The next best grade is 
plentiful, and rules at about previous 
prices, but it will probably feel the effects 
of the rise next week., 

To some people the situation may seem 
peculiar in view of the largo stock, but the 
market every year takes a turn of this 
kind, and old dealers look for it as a mat 
terof course. Last year about this time 
prices started up, aud during the first 
week in August were 5 to 6 cents from the 
lowest in July. 

Certainly there is no danger of a scarcity 
of good table butter, and it would not be’ 
wise to force much of an advance on fancy 
butter while so much good to choice stock 
is waiting to be consumed. But a rise of 
a cent or two will no more than bring the

A Disinfecting Ferfnme. 

M. Villon of Paris has devised.a 
method for disinfecting the sickroom by 
perfumes. He prepares special sachets 
capable of diffusing the perfume w^jfch 
which they are charged in any kind of 
a receptacle. All thafc^is needed is to 
place two of these sachets in a recep 
tacle containing a little water. 

The perfume (essence of violet, rose, 
jasmine,-etc.) is mixed with"oxalosae- 
charic acid and inclosed in a sachet that 
is colored white. A second, colored bins, 
contains dry bicarbonate of soda. These 
substances mix when the sachets; are 
soaked in water, liberating carbonic 
acid gas, which diffuses the perfume 
around the room. Sachets with oxygen 
as a basin can be prepared by placing 
powdered permanganate of potash in 
one and binoxide of barytum' in the 
other. 

The medical writer says: * ! 

“The process can he applied either in 
therapeutics or hygiene. The sachet has 
merely to he treated with medical es¬ 
sences or any volatile substance to set 
free a constant supply to saturate the 
atmosphere in which the patient lives. ”
